Then there was a loud call for Ald. Dixon, 
who has city finatices at his fingers’ ends. 
He warned the Council that the passage of 
the $7,000,000 proposition would cause mis- 
chier. It would be ignored by the Governor 
and by the Legisiature and would only cre- 
ate doubt and hesitation among the tax- 
payers. There were ample funas, he saia, 
for all the i vements demanded. There 
was $878,000 in bonds to the credit of the 
water fund in the City Treasury. The earn- 
ings of the Water Department over expenses 
this year would be $500,000. The rebate 
fund would add $400,000 more. Thus 
this year $1,700,000 would be available. 
The Finance Committee had already provided 
for the extension of Lake View’s water serv- 
ice. Next Monday it would provide for Lake 
and Hyde Park. He advised other Alder- 
men to acquaint themselves with the condi- 
tion of the city finances before they advised 
increasing we city indebtedness. 

CULLERTON’S SUPPORT OF, DIXON. 

Ald. Cullerten took up the discussion after 
a mowton of Ald. Hepburn to make the loan 
$5,500,000 had been voted down. He had pre- 
viously conferred with the Mayor. He cor- 
roborated Ald. Dixon’s statements about the 
condition of the city finances, and promised 
the suburban Aldermen that their 
water facilities would de increased. 
The defective water supply of the newly au- 
nexed towns was the fault of the towns 
themseives in putting in miles of four-inch 
pipe, he said. He then moved a second 
amendment substituting $5,000,000 for $7,000, - 
000. This was accepted by the Mayor, 
though a ‘similar amendment by Mad- 
den had been voted down. Ald. Kerr 
moved the previous question on the amend- 
ment, but cries of Gag law” arose, and the 
Mayor asked Kim to withdraw the motion. 
which he did. Sexton delivered another 
long hdrangue about himself and his con- 
stituents. Noble again defied the press. 

VICTORY FOR ECONOMISTS. 

The Mayor found it necessary to introduce 
and advise the «acceptance of Cullerton’s 
proposition for the sake of “ harmony, unity, 
and success.” He hoped the vote on the 
question would be unanimous. 

The Mayor was loudly cheered, and Culler- 
ton’s amendment was adopted—yeas, 60; 
nays, 0. 6 

The ‘resolutions as amendea were then 
adopted—60 yeas, no nays. Only $5,000,000 and 
all of this for the Worid’s Fair was adopted 
by the Council, Vierling, Harris, McKoaight, 
Noble, ana the others falling into line and 
voting with the economists of the Council. 
It was a notable victory over the marauding 
gang wante more policemen and tunnel 
inspegtors. 

The resolutions as adopted were duly 
signed by the Mayor ana Clerk, and sent to 
Springfield last evening in the care of Chair- 
man Cullerton of the Finance Committee. 
is understood that the notice for the special 
session will beissued today. But for the 
timely interposition of Dixon and Cullerton 
ine gang might have carried the day. The 


| Mayor, too, rendered good service on this 


occasion. 

After the vote had been announced Ald. 
Cullerton, true to his promise, presented a 
report from the Finance Committee recom- 
mending the extension of the Lake View 
water tunnel. It was unanimously adopted.

When order had been restored after the 
World’s Fair business had been disposed of 
Ald. Goldzier asked the privilege, which was 
granted, of having ladies present. Having 
indulged in some graceful compliments, 
which were duly acknowledged, he asked 
permission for Charles H. Ham to address 
the Council in behalf of the women and 
in support of the petition which they 
presented. Mr. Ham was cordially received 
and invited to the platform. He thanked 
the Council for the courteous reception ex- 
tended to his clients and bimself and elo- 
quently pleaded their cause, He thought 
women ought to be on the School Board be- 
cause they are more economical, better edu- 
cated, than men; because they have a 
higher moral influence than the opposite 
sex. Moreover, they were more honest. 
Women had the training of children in the 
nursery, in the kindergarten, in the primary, 
in the grammar,and in the high schools. 
Being deemed capabie teachers why should 
they nut be consitiered capable superintend- 
ents? (Applause, in which the Mayor joined 
to the great delight of the members of the 
Women's Alliance.)

TO BEAT JACKSON PARK. 


AN ALLEGED SCBEMNE TO "SE THE 
COURTS AGAINST THIS SITE. 


It Is Said That in Case It Is Chosen an In- 
Junction Will Be Asked and the Way 
Thus Made Clear for Locations Offered 
by Private Parties—It Is Generally Re- 
garded as a lat“ That Wili Not 
Work—Other Matters. 


The question of site is now the ail-impor- 
tant one, and the World's Fair officials prom- 
ise that it will be decided promptly. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
has agreed to make out its report to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee at its meeting at 3:30 to- 
day, and the Executive Committee in its 
turn promises to report promptly to the di- 
rectors. In fact, it is positively stated that 
the matter will be before the directors at their 
meeting Friday. If tney dispose of it with 
equal promptness it will be ready fur the 
Nationai Commission as soon as it meets. 

But in spite of their promises there is 
littie probability that the directors will be 
able to dispose of it promptiy,” said a man 
who has watched the matter closely. It 
depends largely on the site they select. 
If it be private property they should be able 
to give the exact terms on which it can be 
secured, and where a number of peopie own 
the property exact terms can be only in 
writing. As, for instance, the West Side 
site, which is owned by a dozenor more. 
If it looked as though it were going that way 
one or more might raiseon the terms on 
which they would give a lease to the World's 
Fair. If all but the owners of a few hundred 
feet come in and the site should be practical- 
ly selected it would be a great chance for the 
owners of that few hundred to make a little 
money. 

“On the other hand, property owned by 
twoorthree people will hardly need con- 
tracts from each. Under those circumstances 
itcan be easily ascertained whether they 
have agreed to the terms proposed, and if 
they have they have small chance of backing 
out. if George M. Pullman, for example, of- 
fers a site, us he is alleged to have done, he 
could hardly back out later to secure better 
terms. The offer would be enough to bind 
him. An offer Sy three or four, however, 
will not bind ten or twelve, 

„As for parks, of course no contracts or 
arrangements can be made as yet. The ac- 
tion of the Legislature will be necessary 
first. 

„ These matters will have to be taken into 
consideration, and those who expect that the 
report of the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds today will specify just where the 
Fair will be held are apt to te disappointed. 
Under the circumstances it will probably men- 
tion two or three sites for the Executive 
Committee to choose from, and it is not at all 
probable that the matter will get to the Na- 
tional Commissioners until terms can be 
given them, including an estimate of the 
cost of filling in and leveling the grounds, 


tixed. 
TO BEAT JACKSON PARK. 

It a park should be settled on it could 
hardly be tendered the National Commission 
until after the Legisiature met, and I urder- 
stand that there is a scheme on foot to pre- 
vent one being used even after the necessary 
legislatiqn has been made. 

„% The scheme is to go into court and then 
so delay matters that for expediency another 
site will have to be chosen. Daring, but I 
» believe it’s true. 

The North Side people who came for- 
ward witha site onthe lake in Lake View 
can only claim for it advantages similar but 
secondary to those claimed for Jackson Park. 
They cannot win, and realize that they can- 
not win if Jackson Park isin the field. Yet 
they hope to win, else they would not have 
put forward tne site. 

“The West-Siders yelled forGarfield Park 
a while ago, but some long-headed men came 
to the front and said; ‘No. We don’t want 
Gartield Fark; we waut private property.’ 
And now they have it. 

‘*Consequéntlv Jackson Park is the only 
public land proposed as a site, the Lake- 
Front being generally considered out of the 
race. 

“If public grounds can be barred either of 
these zwo sites will stand a better show. 
That is why the loung- headed West-Siders 
wanted private property, and. that is why the 
Lake View people have come forward confi- 
dently with their lake shore site. 

„Of course it is hardly possible to defeat 
the measure to give permission to use public 
ground in the Legislature; it is hardly possi- 
bie to defeat it in the courts, but itis possi- 
ble to delay it in the courts. It is possible to 
put forward one or more figureheads to take 
the necessary action to delay matters, and 
this is what is said to be intended.“ 

% Tne South Park Commissioners,” said A. 
W. Green, might be willing—and I unaer- 
stand they will agree if it be decided that 
Jackson Park is the best piace—and yet some 
one might step in and delay matters, perhaps 
for a year. If we take it for granted that an 
injunction was not granted in the lower 
court work could goon, but there would be 
a cloud over the Fair until the last court had 
passed on it, and that would hurt it. I can- 
not discuss the merits of the case without 
giving it more attention, but the matter 


| could be delayed beyond question.“ 


MERELY A “BLUFF.” 

“A pretty scheme,” said a lawyer, but it 
would hardly work if Jackson Park were de- 
cided to be the best site, and if the directors 
had any backbone. It would be a ‘biuff’ 
more thun anything, and, if it became neces- 
sary, it wouid be used simply to frighten the 
directors into taking another site rather than 
have any litigation. 

“Tf they maintained a bold front and went 
on with their work no Judge under the cir- 
cumstances would grant an injunction pend- 
ing the final decision—no one would dare 
press a case from purely private motives 
that would, if won, end in disaster to the 
Fair, and which could hardly be won. 

It will simply be an attempt to create a 
fear of the Fair being wrecked by tangling 
the site up in litigation, and will be aban- 
doned the moment itis found that the biuff’ 
won't go. But it is about the only hope of 
the West and North Sides at present, and 
they intend to work it for all it is worth. 
They can do nothing in that line, however, 
until the Legislature taken action.“ 

The advocates of the Belmout avenue site 
will be the last ones to see the committee be- 
fore its meeting, and they will probably 
make the most of their opportunities. They 
intend to take the committee up to look over 


- their site at Belmont avenue and the river at 


10 o’clock this morning. 

The Riverside site seems to be the only 
one that has not been heard from recently, 
and if the advocates of that have been work- 
ing they have been working quietly. Still, 
the same is true of the Pullman site. Wita 
the exception of wild-eyed rumors little has 
been heard of it, and yet Puliman stock 
jumped six and a half points yesterday and 
the reason was alleged to be that it was pretty 
sure the Fair was coming that way.

STREET-CAR RIOTS AT COLUMBUS, Q. 


Conductors and Drivers Driven from Their 
Posts by a Mob. 

CoLumsus, O., June 9.—[Special.|—The 
street-car trouble assumed a dangerous phase 
today, and at the noon hour, when the Colum- 
bus Consolidated company made an attempt 
to run cars, ariot was imminent. A large 
force of police was on hand to aid the com- 
pany, but the two cars started were soon 
stopped by acrowd of 10,000 people, the borses 
unhitehed, and the conductors and drivers 
driven away. Mayor Bruck then notified the 
company notto attempt to move any more 
cars, as the feeling was so intense that it had 
gone beyond the strikers and permeated the 
ranks of all the laboring interests of the city. 
Tonight the Council adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing the appointment of a committee to 
hold a conference with the company to see if 
they will consent to arbitration; if not, im- 
mediate steps are to be taken to revoke the 
charter of the consolidated company. Ad- 
jutant-General Hawkins was appealea to by 
President Rogers to call out the Fourteenth 
Regiment, O. N. G., to give the drivers and 
conductors the protection that the palice can- 
not extend, but he refused to do anytning ex- 
cept on the demand of the Sheriff or Mayor. 
The company say tonight they will neither 
arbitrate nor pay the advance, but will try to 
start the cars tomorrow morning. 

Omana, Neb., June 9%.—[Special.|—The 
Union Pacific road has granted the demands 
of the freight conductors, brakemen, and 
baggagemen for more crews, less mileage, 
and additional pay. Freight conductors will 
hereafter receive three and two cents per 
mile for hundred-mile runs and 30 ana 20 
cents an hour for overtime. 


A STATE TREASURER’S EMBEZZLEMENT. 


The Grand Jury Finds True Bilis Against 
Hemingway of Mississippi. 
JACKSON, Miss., June 9.—The grand jury 

toduy returned two indictments against W. 
L. Hemingway, late State Treasurer, for the 
embezzlement of $315,612. He was arraigned, 
the indictment read to him, and he pleaded 
not guilty.

NO BOOM MADE BY THE SILVER BILL, 


‘ 8 aa 
The Rise in Pullman the Feature of Yes- 
terday’s Market. 

New York, June 9. — [Special. — There 
twas no boom in stocks on the passage of the 
Silver bill through the House—only a lazily 
strong market with net advances, for the 
most part only fractional. London responded 
more readily to the progress of the bill. 
Silver quickly advanced one penny per ounce 
over there on buying for India, and 4½ per 
cent rupees rose to 82}. Silver bullion 
certificates on the New York Stock Exchange 
rose 1 per cent, to 106, and closed at thas figure. 
The news from railway circies was rather 
„ mixed.“ The most remarkable movement 
of the day was the advance of IK in New 
York Central on the announcement of the 
new issue of bonds detailed elsewhere. 

The Senate Finance Committee’s action in 
cutting out the sugar clause of the Tariff 
bill,and the uncertainty as to what it will sub- 
stitute, probably operated to check the rise 
in Sugar Trust certaficates, They ran up 2) 
directiy after tne market — but re- 
tained only 1 per cent of the improvement at 
the close. Fears that the Court of Appeals 


‘might tomorrow hand down the decision in 


the North River Refinery suit also damp- 
ened the enthusiasm of the bulls. 

The rise in Northern Pacific was coinci- 
dent with reports that tne preferred stock 
would be retired. “I know nothing about 
it,” said President Oakes. It was also ru- 
mored that the company was bidding for the 
Baitimore and Ohio. Another story had it 
shat Director Magoun had already secured a 
block of B. and O. stock for the Atchison 
and was negotiating for more. This enter- 
tained the street for a time, until Mr. Magoun 
denied it. As a matter of fact Mr. E. R. Ba- 
con appears to have the inside track in Balti- 
more, and back of him is the Richmond Ter- 
minal, 

Chicago Gas was active and very buoyant 
in consequence, probably, of the Fidelity 
company’s refusal to surrender the stock of 
the several gas companies to the receiver ap- 
pointed by Judge Collins. The feature, how- 
ever, among the speciaities was Pullman's 
Palace Car stock, which is up 644. The rise 
was coincident with talk about enormous 
earnings from the World’s Fair, of an ex- 
pected decision in an important land suit, 
and of a new stock issue in connection with 
the Westinghouse-Pullman electric-dar plant 
in Pittsburg.

San Francisco, Cal, June 9.—The Zu- 
preme Court rendered a decision today in 
the case of Theodore A. Havemever and oth- 
ers against the Superior Court of the City 
and County of San Francisco, it being an 
application fora writ of prohibition to re- 
strain the Superior Court and receiver from 
acting on orders of said court appointing 
said receiver. The case arises out of the 
Superior Court’s decision of Jan. 8, 1890, de- 
claring the charter of the American Sugar 
Refining Company of San Francisco forfeited 
on the ground that it had joined a trust for 
the purpose of raising the price of sugar ana 

reventing competition. In addition to the 

orfeiture of charter a fine of $5,000 was im- 

and a receiver for the property 
was soon afterward appointed. 
appeal was taken by the company. 
The effect of the pens of the Supreme 
Court as handed down today is to release 
the refinery from the control of the receiver 
and all orders of the Superior Court pend- 
ing the result of the appeal. The under- 
standing that the refinery will be allowed to 
resume business, means the throwing on 
the local market of over 16,000 barrels of 
sugar, which has been locked up in the ware- 
house since Feb. 17. Manager Mott of the 
refinery this afternoon reduced the rate from 
74 to cents on granulated sugar.

We desire to get into communication 
with every one in any way connected with the 
woolen business who sympathizes with this 
movement in the direction of free raw material 
and a stable basis for industrial prosperity.

Miss Harriet G. Hosmer has had on private 
view during the last week her design for the 
Crerar Lincoln memorial, on which she has 
been working since Decembor. A descrip- 
tion of the work has been written by a cor- 
respondent, and it so clearly expresses une 
intention of the artist that it is worthy of a 
place in che columns of Tun Trisunzg. The 
correspondent says: 

The thought preéminent in the sculptor’s mind 
is Lincoln, the emancipator and martyr. Placed 
upon the central and most elevated portion of 
the architecture the seated figure of Lincoin 
dominates the group; his earnest gaze is resting 
upon a figure placed upon a pedestal somewhat 
lower than his own. Tne inscription beneath the 
figure of Lincoln, God sent me a vision,“ sup- 
plies the keynote to te whole composition. The 
igure whica the vision unfolds to nim is that of 
the African sibyl, seeress, and prophetess, fore- 
shadowing the freedom of her race. The idea 
suggested by the vision is dawning upon his 
mind, and the possibilities of her race are re- 
vealed to him. 

While the artist has faithfully reproduced 
his well-known features, the face of Lincoln ap- 
pears idealized by the force and grandeur of the 
thought which iliuminates it and which he will 
soon translate into action. In spite of his atti- 
tude of repose the figure expresses a world of 
energy. 
The sibyl lifts her eyes to Lincoln, and as 
seeress and prophetess divining the thought 
awakened in his mind, inscribes upon her pon- 
derous tablets the now classic woras: ‘If 
slavery is not wrong, nothing 1s wrong.“ She 
is clothed in a tiger skin, typical of a ruder civ- 
ilization, and wears a headdress into which are 
introduced elephants’ tusks, indicating the 
Orient. Grand with all the possibilities of her 
race em bodied in her robust frame and all the 
hope of the future expressed in her countenance, 
she foresees the triumph soon to come. 

Clasping her knees, a negro child in chains, 
symbolizing the degradation and suffering of her 
race, the stigma ofslavery in its horror and bar- 
Darism, looks pieadingly into the face of the 
liberator with an expression so pathetic that it 
brings tears to our eyes. The child, as if by in- 
Stinct, perceives in the faces of Lincoln and the 
sibyl the hope and promise of freedom. 

o the left of the monument upon a pedes- 
tal similar to the pedestal of the sibyl, re- 
clines the figure of Mourning Victory, with 
averted face and head bowed down in sor- 
row; foreseeing. the dearly-bought triumph, 
she casts her veil over her insignia, the 
trumpet and laurel crown. The drooping wings 
and attitude of grief form a marked Contrast to 
tne inspired look of hope in the face of the sibyl. 


As we look upon it we seem to hear in the far 


distance the muffied roll of drums and the funeral 
dirge, a nation’s sorrow for her illustrious 
dead. The African sibyl, in her strength and 
ndeur, does not sess ideal beauty in the 
reek sense. The Victory, in her majestic beauty, 
presents to us the purest Grecian type in ali its 
refinement and nobility. The architecture of the 
monument is massive and harmonious and of ad- 
mirable proportions. 


DOES NOT BELIEVE KUNZE’'S STORY. 


Judge Longenecker Says the Sensational 
Tarn is All a Hoax. 

An evening paper yesterday printed a sen- 
sational story of which little John Kunze, 
the German suspect of the Cronin case, was 
the hero. Kunze, it was represented, had 
convinced Judge Longenecker that he could 
run down the man who drove the white horse 
and could obtain f. om Dan Coughlin a con- 
fession which would bring to justice all the 
men implicated in the murder. The State’s 
Attorney put such trust in him that he sent 
him down to the penitentiary with two com- 
panions to pump the Cronin convicts, and 
the resuit is said to be great news for the 
State. The mysterious driver, the story goes, 
1s known and can be pointed out at any time, 
and the prisoners are said to have made a 
confession that will round up the entire list 
of conspirators and place them within reach 


of tho rope. 

The story is a pretty one, and an interview 
with Kunze, in Which the little man adds a 
cheerful indorsement to it, gives it vraisem- 
blance among the people who don’t know 
Kunze. Unfortunately State's-Attorney 


Longenecker, who might be supposed to 


know ali about it, demes it. He says: It is 
a hoax. I don't suppose Kunze would be ad- 
mitted to see the prisoners. I can’t imagine 
what object be has in spreading these lies, 
unless he is outof a job and wants another 
that will be as easy as his bomb employment. 
I have sent nobody with him, ana I have 
never placed a scrap of reliance in his yarn.”’

Warden Berggren says Kunze bas not been 
at the prison in six weeks, and neither 
Coughlan nor Sullivan have seen any one out- 
side of the prison since escapade six weeks 
ago.

CAPITALISTS BUUGHT WITH GREED, 


Remarkable Demand for the Malting and 
Brewing Company's Securities. 

The subscripuon books of the City of Chi- 
cago Malting and Brewing company, limit- 
ed, which had been open since June 4, closed 
at noon yesterday. The capital stock is 
$6,250,000 and has been subscribed many 
times over. Books were opened both in Chi- 
cago and in London. English investors 
availed themselves of the chance to purchase 
with such avidity that American capital 
was aroused and all the stocks and bonds of 
the new concern to be secured were greedily 


taken. N 
ne properties controlled by the new com- 
pany include the Conrad Seipo brewery, the 
West Side brewery on North Paulina street, 
the Dewes brewery on West Chicago avenue, 
and the Huck and tne Bullen malt-nouses. 

The eagerness with which American capi- 
tal took advantage of this investment is un- 
Uke anything in the financial history of this 
country. So brisk was the bidding that as 
high as 20 per cent premium was given for 
the stock. One-half the stock is preferred, 
pearing 8 per centinterest. First mor 
bonds to the amount of $3,000,000 have also 
been issued. They are redeemaole in 1910 at 
10 per cent premium, or at the option of the 
company at any previous date at the same 
premium, on giving six months’ notice. 

This great deal is the outcome of a scheme 
to combine the breweries and malt-houses 
mentioned under one Management, with an 
idea of selling the entire property to an En- 
glish syndicate. The matter has been dis- 
cussed frequentlv, and it was a popular sup- 

sition that these immense interests would

Tur Chicago stock market was narrow, be- 
ing confined almost entirely to West Chicago 
street-railroad stock.

As compared with Saturday pork closed 5 
cents higher, Jard 2 cents higher, ribs and 
corn unchanged, wheat Ig cent lower, oats 3¢ 
cent higher for cash and much stronger on 
the new crop futures, rye 4¢ cent lower, bar- 
ley nearly 2 cents lower, and flaxseeds 
firmer, 


ConGRESSMAN OwEN of Indiana, being asked 
by some of his farming constituents how 
they would be benefited by the proposed in- 
crease of the duty on potatoes from 15 to 4 
cents a bushel, replied: 


We imported over 8,000,000 bushels in 1888. 
Potatoes were not plentiful that year in this 
country, but the tariff laws permit them to be 
rushed in here, so that our people were not per- 
mitted to have the advantage which naturally 
accrues when crops are short: 


It is true that during 188788 8,262,000 bush- 
els of potatoes were imported, chiefly from 
Canada, Germany, and Ireland, but it is im- 
possible to see how the American farmer was 
harmed thereby, because he had practically 
sola out his stock ata high price before the 
foreign potatoes began coming in. It so hap- 
pened that the American crop was short all 
over the country, and it was gone de- 
fore the new potatoes began comingin. If 
the importation of foreign-grown potatoes 
had been forbiaden there would have been 
no potatoes for any one to sell or eat. Had 
the duty been 25 cents a bushel the only re- 
sult would have been that the American con- 
sumer would have paid that much more for 
them. The American potato crop ef 1888 
was a large one, and the number of bushels 
imported, chiefly from Canada, during the 
fiscal year 1888-89 was but 883,000 bushels. Is 


it the desire of the Indiana Congressman 


that Americans shall go hungry when a crop 
fails rather than buy food of foreigners? If 
so, the conduct of Jacob in sending his sons 
to Egypt for corn when there was a famine 
year in Canaan must strike him as very un- 
patriotic. He should have starved. 


THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY INIQUITY. 
There will be submitted to the Louisiana 
Legislature early this week a bill of which 


the following is the capuon: 


An act 2 tor the submission to the 
electors, for adoption or rejection, an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State by insert- 
ing therein, An article on levees, schools, char- 
ities, pensions, drainage, and lotteries.”’ 

If ado said amendment shallread: “In 
aid of the lev schools, charities, pensions, 
and drainage. © proposed amendment em- 
braces a contract between the State and John A. 
Morris and associates under which for lottery 

rivileges are extended for twenty-five years 
rom Jan. 1, 1894. Morris & Co. agree to 
pay the State $25,000,000, or 81,000,000 per 
annum, payable quarterly.“ Provision is 
also made for theexpenditure of the money 
to be received by the State annually as 
follows: 
000; charities and pensions, $200,000; City of New 
8 for drainage and sanitary purposes, 


This act embraces substantially che propo- 
sition which it has been announced the lot- 
tery company would make directly to the 
Legisiature. Its managers have chosen the 
form of an amendment to the State Consti- 
tution to avoid the effects of Gov. Nicholls’ 
veto, which would certainly have tollowed 
the passage of the direct bill, authorizing the 
renewal of the charter for the term of years 
specified. In this form there can be little 
doubt that the Legislature will submit the 
amendment and that the people of Louisiana 
will consummate the infamy and cover their 
State with disgrace by passing it. 

By the terms of this amendment, in con- 
sideration of the payment of $25,000,000 in 
annual installments of $1,000,000 each, 
the company is empowered to run a 
lottery for twenty-five years and all 
other lotteries are prohibitea in the 
State. Stated in plam English, it or- 
ganizes and legalizes a gambling institution 
for twenty-five vears upon consideration of 
a $25,000,000 . bribe. 
schemes of corruption, even in these cor- 
rupt days, and its capacity for demoraliza- 
tion in the State of Louisiana and for évil 
all over the country no man can estimate. 
A letter printed in the Hartford Courant from 
the little manufacturing town of Danbury 
illustrates the malign imfluence of this lot- 
tery and shows that the octopus has its 
clutebes upon a village of New England 
thousands of miles away. There are 5,000 
persons employed in the hat facrories of Dan- 
bury and the adjoining village of Bethel. 
Fully two-thirds of this number are thrifty 
workers, and make good wages daily. For 
two or three years past they have sent thou- 
sands of dollars to the Louisiana Lottery 
and waited for returns which never came. 
Their faith at last weakened and their con- 
signments correspondingly fell off, and there 
were hopes on the part of their employers 
that they would at last see the folly of their 
course, when recentiy one of their number 
drew a small prize. Now the fever has 
broken out again worse than ever. The 
writer says: |

where against universal protest. With this 
prospect in view what is the National Gov- 
ernment doing? This is not a scheme whose 
dangers are confined to Louisiana. If it were 
we should say let them take the conse 
quences. They threaten every city, town, . 
and village in the United States. There are 
three billsin the hands of committees in 
Congress to restrict the lottery’s capacity for 
evil and to protect the people from its insid- 
ious wiles. Under these circumstances and 
with the probability that the gamblers will 
obtain another quarter of a century's lease of 
life, why is it that tne General Government 
encourages them and gives them its support 
by allowing them the unrestricted use of its 
postal facilities and its banks as depositories? 
Are there not virtue and courage enough in 
Congress to grasp this monster by the throat 
and strangie it? What are the influences at 
work in Washington which have tied up 
these bills? 
THE CITY AND CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 
The Council appropriated $150,000 to buy 
additional machinery to throw more water 


into the Desplaines, to dilute the sewage and | 
preserve as far as possible the purity of we 
Chicago water supply. The codperation of 
the Canal Commissioners was necessary in 
order that the appropriation of the Council 
might be made effectual, for it was for them 
to fix the quantity of water they would agree 
to take and to say whether they would let 
the city have the use of a portion of their 
ninety-foot strip for the erection of addi- 
tional pumping-works. 

That codperation” has not been secured, 
though over two months have passed since 
the Council acted. The fault lies with the 
city autnorities, who have either been crimi- 
nally indifferent or grossly ignorant. After 
weeks of delay the Commissioner of Public 
Works called on the Caral Commussioners 
and reported as the result of his visit that 
they would take no more water than they 
were then receiying—about 54,000 cubic feet 
—although they had said last winter they 
would take 80,000. 

The city authorities would have dropped 
the matter then and there but for Tus Tris- 
UNE, which was convinced that there was a 
mistake somewhere. Its investigations 
showed that when the Commissioners said 
early this year they would take 80,000 cubic 
feet it was because they saw they could take 
about 30,000 more than they had been getting 
last year, when they were told by the city of- 
ficials that 54,000 feet were being pumped at 
Bridgeport. But they discovered that these 
figures were miles out of the way, and that 
the ramshackle old pumps at Bridgeport had 
been throwing but about 25,000 feet over the 
dam. The Commissioners said they were 
now getting the 30,000 extra feet which they 
had said they would take, and it was all the 
cana! would hold. | 

This statement was unquestionably cor- 
rect. May was a rainy month, and the canal, 
what with the miles of surface drainage it 
had to care for and what was pumped into it 
at Bridgeport, was bank-full. During such a 
wet season 54,000 cubic feet are all the canal 
can take. But during dry times it can take 
more, and the Commissioners are willing to 
let it be utilized to its fullest capacity. They 
have also made the sensible suggestion that 
itis by no means likely that the oid pumps 
which have been fixed up will keep on Uoing 
as well as at present, and that it would be 
wise for the city to supplement them with 
others, so that it may be certain that there 
will always be 54,000 cubic feet pumped into 
the canal. Thev are also quite willing to let 
the city have the use of a portion of the 
ninety-foot strip for a new building. 

If the Commissioner of Public Works were 
to put to them the same intelligent, definite 
questions that Ald. Dunham did last week 
he would get the same clear and favorable 
replies. The Canal Commissioners hardly 
know how to answer a vague question 
whether the city can have the use of the 
ninety-foot strip, which stretches from 
Bridgeport to La Salle. They would prefer 
to be asked for so many sauare feet. But no- 
body in authority seems to be willing to make 
definite inquiries of them. A communication 
was sent them by the Finance Committee last 
week, but itis so muddy and indefinite that 
they are excusabie if they do not answer it. 

One fact has been clearly brought out by 
the investigations of Tun Trisuxe. That is, 
that a constant dilution of 54,000 cubic fest 
keeps the river in tolerable condition and 
pretty nearly puts an end to the complaints 
of the people down the valley. If they grum- 
bled last year it was because they were get- 
ting but haif what they now do. If addi- 
tional machinery were placed at Bridgeport, 
so as to make sure that 54,000 cubic feet were 
steadily thrown into the canal in wet sea- 
sons, and perhaps 10,000 more in dry, and 
were that supplemented by pumps at the 
Ogden dam throwing 50,000 feet into the Des- 
plaines, there would be no possibility of con- 
tamination of the drinking water, and both 
Chicagoans and valiey people would be rea- 
sonably well protected till the deep cut was 
made and they became perfectiy secure. 


THE STOCK-YARDS FREEZE-OUT. 

Common sense und justice seem to be on 
the side of the small stockholders of the 
Union Stock-Yards company of this city, 
who are preparing to resist the transfer of 
their property to an English syndicate by 
three absentee owners of large blocks of the 
stock of the same corporation. The law 
seems to be on the side of the small property- 
owners. Vanderbilt, Thayer, and Hoxie 
have no right to tix the price which the in- 
dividual stockholders may take for their 
shares. They can sell out themselves, but 
they cannot contract to place a mortgage on 
the stock of others to guarantee a part of the 
payment. The price offered by the English- 
men is not satisfactory to the Western and 
local owners. They get in cash but the face 
price of stock on which the dividends have 
been from 6 to9 per cent. They are on the 
ground, and know quite well that any change 
of management of the company would be 
injurious if not absolutely ruinous to them. 

Mr. John B. Sherman, who is the General 
Manager and Superintendent here, is a gen- 
tleman of great ability, who has succeeded in 
retaining the confidence of the turbuient 
elements by which he is surrounded. H® 
has skillfully and ably warded off the as- 
saults of sand bagging legisiators and officials 
on the property of his company. He has 
conducted its affairs economically and with- 
out friction. In the miast of political un- 
pleasantness he has steered with an even 
keel without apparent difficulty, giving no 
offense to the facuons on either side. 
Should he be displaced through the 
operatous of the English syndicate the 
property would depreciate in value 
beyond question. The ‘company would 
at once te made the mark for hostile 
legislation. It would probably be forced out 
of the city. English syndicates are not at 
all popular with those who control 
in this city and State. That is well inder-

Then he was wrong—unequiv- 
ocaliy and hopelessly wrong—on the Copy- 
right bill, which was a monstrous and 
inequitable’ measure, and as a practical 
working law is not defended now even 
by those who believe in the principle 
of international copyright in the abstract. 
The New York Times, which is an ardent ad- 
vocate of international copyright, declared 
the day after the vote was taken that Mr. 
Adams was responsible for the loss of the 
bill, and that his management of it was 
enough to defeat a much wiser and a more 
judicious measure. This is perhaps a mat- 
ter of opinion, but coming from the most 
earnest supporter of the bill it has had 
weight among Republicans in the Foureh Dis- 
trict. - : 

As to the World’s Fair bill the same kind 
of criticism has been heard, Instead of 
being the mainstay of the bill, as his friends 
say, many members of Congress believe that 
Mr. Adams by keeping too much time for 
himself and allotting too little to influen- 
tial Congressmen who had volunteered 
to speak in behalf of Chicago injured 
the cause which he was seeking to 
promote. There is a way of advocating 
‘bills without tact which is more injurious 
than direct opposition, and this is apt to be 
Mr. Adams’ way of supporting public 
measures. 

Many Republicans in the Fourth District 
object to the renewed candidacy of Mr. 
Adams on the score that he has debauched 
the district by the too free use of money. 
Tue Tarox does not know that this is 
true, but does know that the charge is freely 
made and not denied; that the name of the 
bank where the money has been disbursed is 
given, with some particulars as to the sums 
puid and the persons to whom they have been 
paid. A specific denial of tnese charges 
would be useful to the cause of Mr. Adams. 
It cannot be to the advantage of the Repub- 
lican party to have asa candidate for Con- 
gress one who is said to have corrupted his 
district by the use of money at the primaries 
and before the election, and 1s not prepared 
to enter a prompt and emphatic deniai to the 
charge. 

The objection to Mr. Willits is that he is 
“an untried man.” But he is not untried as 
a lawyer, or as a speaker, or as an active po- 
litical worker. He makes friends easily and 
naturally and if he were in Congress would 
be one of the most popular members in the 
House—on both sides. He has the faculty 
for keeping the friends he has made, 
a faculty in which, it appears, Mr. 
Adams is:slightly deficient. Influence in 
Congress is not much exercised through 
speeches—though as a speaker Mr. Willits 
would not need to fear comparison with Mr. 
Adams—but through personal magnetism and 
energy .united With sound judgment. Mr. 
Willits has all these qualities in a marked 
degrea, and, admitting that Mr. Adams has 
some of them also, still we cannot 
but feel that his removal from Congress—if 
Mr. Willits should take his place - would not 
be an irreparable loss. Mr. Willits has dis- 
cretion as well as energy, knowledge of men 
as well as knowledge of books, and a con- 
servative legal mind supported by experience 
in the practice of the law. A graduate of 
Ann Arbor University of high standing, who 
has for many years been a successful lawyer 
in competition with some of the keenest 
minds in this city, his claims to intellectual 
activity and general culture are as well 
founded as those of his competitor. 

Tue TRIBUNE has nothing to say against 
those Republicans who are supporting Mr. 
Adams. They are exercising their undoubted 
rights as citizens; it is unfortunate that the

THE TWO T HALLS. 
Mr. E. L. Godkin, the editor of the New 


York Evening Post, has contributed to the 
North American Review tor June a strong and 
remarkable article, under tlie head of Crim- 
inal Politics,” which is, as might be inferred 
from the above title, a study of Tammany 
Hail Democracy, though the same title has 
application elsewhere and not a thousand 
miles from Chicago. Mr. Godkin is thor- 
oughly competent to discuss this subject. 
He is the uncompromising opponent of that 
infamous and corrppt organization, and bis 
hatred of it is most cordially returned, as 
has been shown by its efforts to seek re- 
veage for his scathing indictments. His 
present paper will only add to its exaspera- 
tion, as it is the keenest, closest, and most 
graphic delineation of Tammany Hall that 


We cannot hope to convey the spirit or 
even the gist of this paper in a single edi- 
torial article. It presents so many points 
bearing upon Chicago that we may return to 
it more than onve, but in the meantime every 
respectable citizen and honest taxpayer of 
this city should read it that he may see where 
Chicago is drifting. In treating his subject 
Mr. Godkin goes back to the original condi- 
tions which led up to the organization of 
Tammany, as they existed in the trend of 
immigration to large cities. The bulk of 
European immigration is orderly and in- 
dustrious, but in every shipload there 
is a sediment of persons who have no trade 
or any industrial training, and who are des- 
tined to recruit the ranks of the vicious and 
criminal. As it requires little or no money 
to start a saloon, and as the tendencies of 
this vicious class among the immigrants are 
in that direction, they generally go into the 
liquor business and soon become prominent 
social and political figures in their neigh bor- 
hoods. 

The change in the Constitution of New 
York in 1846 which established universal 
suffrage was made at the time when this 
kind of immigration was at its height, and 
within six years of that time appeared 
Fernando Wood, a demagogue of a kind un- 
known before that time, who utilized this 
feature of immigration and first organized 
politics on the criminal basis and brought 
the liquor dealers into politics as captains of 
tens, fifties, or hundreds. Tweed succeeded 
him and improved upon his methods, but by 
reason of overdoing them found himself in 


cautious and invented the safe and profitable 
system of bleeding candidates and office- 
holders, and died rich. Croker is his suc- 
cessor and has followed the same policy, 
with what success the recent investigation 
by the Fassett committee has shown. 

Thus far we have followed Mr. Godkin in 
his sketch of the inception of Tammany and 
the foreign conditions out of which it has 
sprung. Right at this point he makes a sug- 
gesuon which bears directly upon Chicago. 
He says: 


No organization such as it now is could be 
started in our day; that is, the vicious dnd crim- 
inal class could notin any large city get up a 
club or association which would have the co- 
herence, prestige, and authority that Tammany 
has. The attempt would be a failure from the 
outset, even if the organization did not succumb 
to the gttacks of the police. No civilized commu- 
nity would witness with calm or indifference the 
deliberate formation of a combination which was 
plainly hostile to public prosperity and order, or 
the efficient administration of justice. Steps 
would soon be taken to break it un, or discredit 
it in some manner, so as to destroy its attractiVe- 
ness to its supporters. Membership in it. would 
bring such disrepute that men seeking any foot- 
hold in the respectable business or professional 
class would be unwilling to belong to it; politi- 
cians would be afraid to have it known that they 
relied on it, and it would rapidly goto pieces or 
be reduced to insignificance, even if it for a short 
period managed to show power. 


Mr. Godkin is evidently unaware of what 
is going on in Chicago. Exactly such an or- 
ganization has been started here. It has 
grown out of the same conditions, has been 
organized upon the same methods, and isrun 
for the same purposes. Mike McDonald is 
the present Tweed or Kelly of Chicago poli- 
tics, He controls every department of the 
City Government from the Mayor’s office 
down to the lowest subordinates, and unless 
his scheme is nipped in the bud the tax- 
payers of Chicago will be ravaged and raided 
by the McDonald-Cregier freebooters, com- 
posing little Tammany, as the taxpayers of 
New York are dy the Croker-Grant 
plunderers, composing great Tammany.

the country. Many prefer to risk their hves 
on the frozen plains than bear the hardships 
of the prison. There are three classes of 
prisoners. The lowest are the poorer people 
who have been detected in plots against the 
Czar. They spend the most of their lives 
in the mines. In some cases the mines are 
leased to Engiish capitalists, who pay the 
prisoners a mere pittance, amounting to 
about 10 cents a day. Their condition is 
most — — the stories related by 
the American, Kennan, and English gentle- 
men who have visited the place do it no in- 
justice. Women are mistreated and young 
irls are captured and forced to marry tne 
ssacks, who are obliged to be married. 
The prisoners are fed on impure meat and 
vegetabies and die rapidly. 

“ There are over 300,000 in the mines, prob- 
ably 200,000 wandering about the country, 
and 2,000 officers and noblemen. As to the 
proportion of Nihilists, I would say that half 
the officers are in sympathy with the move- 
ment, and among the common people it 
would be difficult to make any estimate. The 
majority would like to be, if they were not 
afraid of detection. The Nihilists are well 
organized and their objects well defined, and 
they seek a more democratic government.” 

Baron Wrede’s escape was made from a 
port on the Caspian Sea. Hidden under a 
pile of raw hides, he was carried out of port. 
He went to Cochin-China; thence to Canton 
and San Francisco. It was justa year the 
24th of May since he escaped. He hopes his 
safety will be secured if he can reach 
Sweden, as he has powerful friends who will

Mr. McGibbon 
appeared for Mrs. Cowles and asked that a 
writ of habeas corpus be issued compelling 
the nuns to produce the child in legal form. 
This writ Was granted and made returnable 
for 8 o’clock. Mr. Cowles was not repre- 
sented. 

At 3 o’clock all interested appeared in 
court, butin the absence of Cowles Judge 
Tait adjourned the case till Wednesday.

Senator Cullom called it up in com- 
mittee and Senators Allison, Farwell, and 
Dolph addressed the committee in support of 
the appropriation. After some discussion 
among members of the committee the 
appropriation was agreed to almost 
unanimously, and it is thought that 
the committee’s recommendation will insure 
the adoption of the Hennepin clause without 
any material change. The committee nas 
approved all the items of appropriations for 
Illinois rivers passed by the House, except 
those for Kaskaskia and the improvement at 
Galena, which have not been finally acted 
upon. Members of the committee expect that 
the bill will be ready to be reported back to 
the Senate this week; but itis not likely to 
be considered by the Senate for some time, 
on account of the accumulation of other im- 
portant business which has been blocked by 
the interminable talk on the Silver biil.

The company claims that until it was 
established shippers paid, commissions on sales 
to the Exchange, and tat now they are re- 
turned to thé producers. H. D. Rogers, the 
company’s former representative, holds the Ex- 
change membership and refuses to turn it over 
to the company, though he has severed nis con- 


nection with it. The Exchange refuses to isse 


a duplicate, says the company has no right un- 
der any circumstances to a membership, and has 
passed rules forbidding its members dealing 
with the company's agent. The case is impor- 
tant to stockraisers. In 1889 the members of tne 
Commission company sold through their agent 
over 100,000 cattle.

No quorum having voted, the Senate, with- 
out further action on the bill or amendment, 
adjourned. 

Against Alien Landlords. 

Representative Oates of Alabama, from 
the Committee on the Judiciary, today re- 
ported to the House the bill to prohibit aliens 
from acquiring title to or owning lands with- 
in the United States. An elaborate report 
accompanied che bill. In it the committee 
says tne power of the Government to totally 
exclude aliens from coming within its juris- 
diction, as has been donein the case of the 
Chinese, no ope questions. This sovereign 
power certainly includes the lesser one of 
defining what property rights they may ex- 
ercise after they are admitted and during 
the continuance of their alien conditaon. The 
report says: ä 

Your committee ascertained with reasonable 
certainty that certain noblemen of Europe, prin- 
cipally Englishmen, have acquired and now own 
in the aggregate about 21,000,000 acres of land 
within the United States. This alien, non-resi- 
dent ownership will, in the course of time, lead 
to a system of landlordism incompatible with the 
best interests and free institutions of the United 
States. 

This aggressive foreign capital is not confined 
to the lands it has purchased, but, overleaping 
its boundaries, has caused hundreds of miles of 
the public domain to be fenced up for 
ihe grazing of vast herds of cattle, and 
has set at defiance the rights of the honest, 
but humble settier. The bill proposes to place 
these aliens under the disabilities of the civil 
law as to all future attempts to acquire lands in 
this country. In other words, the bill is a dec- 
laration against absentee landlordism. It de- 
clares all foreign-born persons who have not 
veen naturalized incapable of taking title to 
leads anywhere within the United States, except 
leasebolds for not exceeding five years. It also 
contains a provision which will compel alien 
land-owners to cease to be such or to become 
citizens of the United States within ten years. 
The bill would prevent any more abuses like that 
of a Mr. Scully. who resides in land and is a 
subject of the Queen, bat owns 90,000 acres in 
Llilnois, occupied by tenants, mostly ignorant
